NEARER NORMAL 


In moving the second reading 
ol the brief Treaties of the Peace 
Hill, Mr. Hector MeNeil, the 
Minister of State, wisely abstain- 
cd frum any cloquent testimony 
virtue of the Satellite 
‘Treaties thus endorsed. To speak 
of the terms ds based on compro- 
mise would be‘an understatement, 
since in many instances bargains 
were reached not so much by con- 
cilinting different points, of view 
on a given dispute as by weighing 
off a virtually complete conces- 
sion on one clause against an equal 
concession upon another. Yet, 
ruch as they aro, the five ‘T'rea- 
ties must be regarded a3 worth 
having with all their anomalies 
and faults, since, as: Mr, McNeil 
said, they represent the first step 
in the restoration of normal in- 
ternational relationships =—in 
Europe. It was only in token of 
this fact that. they — were 
signed in Paris in February by 
eeveral countries which threaten- 
ed to the last to be recalcitrant 
and that they will be formally 
ratified by all concerned within 
the next few’ weeks. . : 

Speakers from both sides ‘of the 
Commons during the debate 
caised a small selection of the 
doubts which -the actual terms af 
the ‘Treaties raised in imany 
minds—whether, for: instance, 
Italy has escaped too lightly. the 
consequences of her: misdeeds un- 
der Mussolini or. has -been too 
harshly treated in view of the 
promises held out if she “ivork- 
ed her passage,"”. or whether 
Rumania and Bulgaria (to say 
nothing of Finland” and Hung- 
ary) should we treated as willing 
or unwilling accomplices of the 
Nazis. Leaving aside these wider 
problems, which are’ ’ largely 
ethical (though they will certain- 
ly have their" practical outcorse 
in the future attitudes of the peo- 


+| ples’ concerned), we “find more 


tangible “questions raised by the 
reparations clauses. To take the 
most striking example, it is hard 


‘Ito overlook the contagst between 


the British waiving <of a claiin 
against Italy for. £2,800,000,000 
and the Russian insistence on en- 
forcing an admittedly smaller but 
much more dubious claim for 
£2s,000,000. The capacity of 
ex-enemy countries. to ‘pay the’ re- 
parations assigned against. them 
has still to be proven, and Mr. 
McNeil gave a warning which 
should, not -go unheard in Mos- 
cow, agninst the’ “empty  satisfac- 
tions” which may accrue’ to: vic-
